OMcrtpttOB of Horn* Becentlr Built In Eng- 
land snd the United State*. 


The most noted torpedo-boat builders 


>f the world are Messrs. Yarrow and 
Messrs. Thornyoroft, of London. Each 
>f these great firms employs from 1,000 
to 1,200 workmen, and can turn out at 
least one completed boat per week. 
The chief peculiarity of torpedo-boats 
s their almost phenomenal speed. They 
ire built of steel, the diffeient classes 
ranging in length from 56 feet, in- 
tended for harbor defense, to vessels of 
166 feet, capable of making an extended 
orulse at sea, The Falke, a boat, re- 
jently built by the Messrs. Yarrow for 
the Axistro-Hungarian Government, is 
185 feet long, 14 feet wide, draught of 
water five feet six inches, and attained 
on the trial trip a speed of twenty-five 
and one-half miles per hour. The 
armament consists of two Nordenfeldt 
machlne-gnns, carried on deck, and 
two baw-tubes for discharging White- 
head torpedoes. 


The development of torpedo-boats is 


now so rapidly progressing that any 
ilescription becomes almost out of date 
during the writing 
A vessel just com- 


pleted by the Messrs Yarrow toi the 
Japanese Government is the largest 
that 1ms been yet built 
It is 160 feet 


long, 19 feet wide, is provided with 
twin screws, to give greater facility in 
turning, and maintains a speed of 
twenty-four miles per hour 
The en- 


gines are protected by a steel deck one 
inch thick, and, in addition to two bow- 
tubes for dischaiging torpedoes directly 
ahead, two txirn-tables are mounted on 
deck, from which toipedoes can be 
launched m any desued duection. 


Very similai in then construction, 


and no less famous for speed Bud 
maneuvering qualities, ate the boats 
built by Messrs. Thornycroft 


In this country, the MenMS. Heiies- 


boff, of Bristol, R I , have built it 
num- 


ber of verj fast boats, designed lobe 
used with toipedoes. One of these is 
the noted stiMm yacht Stiletto, which 
may well be taken as a lepresent itne 
of the AniPiican tjpe. 
The Stiletto 


is built of wood, with a on bt.ices; 
length, ninety-four feet, width, eleven 
feet, di aught of water, four feet bl\ 
Inches, and has attained a speed of 
twenty-five miles per hour. 


A veiy formidable torpedo-vessel has 


been built in recentyeais by that gicat- 
est of living engineeis. Captain John 
Et lesson 
It has been appropriately 


named the Destroyer. 
Once, at a crit- 


ical moment in the history of our conn- 
try, as every Ameucan well knows, 
Captain Ericsson came to the rescue 
with a Monitor. Since then his genius, 
energies and mechanical skill have 
been devoted to the pioblem of saving 
our great coast cities from destruction 
in the event of war with a foreign 
naval power. The result of these years 
of study and experimenting is the De- 
stroyer, armed with a torpedo-gun 
which discharges under the water a 
projectile carrying a charge sufficient 
to sink the largest iron-clad afloat. 
The submarine gun Is mounted in the 
bow of the vessel, near the keel, and is 
thus nearly ten feet below the surface 
of the) water. It consists of a cylinder 
of gun-metal, or steel, thirty feet long, 
additionally strengthened at the breech 
by broad steel rings. It is loaded at 
the breech, the muzzle being encased 
by the vessel's stem, and closed by a 
valve to exclude the water. This valve 
is opened by suitable levers Just before 
the gun is to be discharged, and closes 
automatically as the projectile leaves 
the muzzle. The projectile is a steel 
torpedo, twenty-five feet long, sixteen 
Inches in diameter, and carrying a 
charge of three hundred pounds of gun- 
cotton. It has a range of three hun- 
dred feet during the first three seconds 
of its flight. The form of the torpedo 
is cylindrical, with a conical point in 
which is placed the percussion-lock and 
tiring-pin, and the explosion takes place 
upon 
impact.—Lieutenant y. S.

Hiw YOMC, May S3.-The steamship 


Britannia, of the White Star Line, which 
left Hew York for liverpool on Wednes- 
day laat, ran Into the .toamsbip Celtic, oi 
the same lloe, bound lor New York, on 
Tbursd.y morning, during a dense fog, off 
Hantucket Tto Celtic was struck just 
abaft the mlxten rigging, and badly dam- 
damaged. The Britannic, however, sus- 
tained even greater Injury, and wus 
obliged lo tarn back to this port, arriving 
oft the bar with the Celtic about noon 
yesterday. The captains of both vessels 
were OB the lookout for other vessls and 
Iceberg* at the time of the collision, the 
fog being unusually heavy. 


Four (frown per*on» and a little girl, all 
(teerage passenger* on the Britannic, 
were killed and seven persons Injured. 
Two of the latter, Wm. Lawler, aged 
sixty-five, and Patrick Burke, aged forty- 
flve, had their arms and legs broken, and 
were brought to St Vincent's Hospital, 
thUclty, for treatment The physicians 
refuse to let them talk about the accident. 
The mail boat which brought them up, 
also brought a number of tha Britannic 
passengers. Including C. f. 
Huntlngton. 


The two disabled steamships are an- 
chored off the Sandy Hook lightship. 


The little girl referred to w.is tne 


daughter of Mrs. Robinson, of Pall Kiver, 
Mas*. She wa* knocked overboard and 
drowned. Her little brother hal his arm 
crushed. 
Mrs. Robinson was with her 


children on the Brittannic. 


The collision occurred about eiunty 


miles from the mam land, about oft Nan- 
tucket. The Britannic was ou her course, 
beading east by north, while the Celtic 
wa* evidently lost, and had her bow 
pointing about south. The first accounts 
of the disaster prove to have been incor- 
rect in stating that the Celtic was run 
into. The Celtic struck the Britannic on 
the port side at the mizzen rigging, and 
only a lew feet astern of the after end ot 
the boiler room. The mizzen rigging, iron 
work and all, woa wrenched from its 
fastenings. The rail was torn from its 
foundation a* far aft as the jigger-mast, 
and the after turtle-back was carried into 
the air and overboard as though it was 
made of pasteboard. 
The blow wa* a glancing one, tha prow 


of the Celtic striking at less than ft n*ht 
angle. A. th* striking steamship glanced 
along the side It rebounded twice in its 
course smashing two small boats to 
pieces and bending the heavy iron fo rci 
pump that stood near the butcher's quar- 
ter* over against the dsck like a piece of 
tin. 
As the bow struck the pump it 


caught a steerage passenger, whose name. 
I* not known, as he (Irresolutely In his 
excitement) wa* unable to get out of the 
way In time, crushed him against the iron 
and cut the body completely in two. 
A little girl of about eleven years named 


Robinson, who was with her mother and 
brother on her way to England for a visit, 
was al«o oruahed by the bow, her face 
and brea*t being split open through the 
middle. 
The scenes that followed are variously 


described. Mr. E. Storey Smith, of Bos- 
con a passenger on the Britannic, was 
seen at the St James Hotel after he had 
been brought up with the other passen- 
gers, both cabin and steerage, on the mail 
boat He said: 


"There was a very flense fog at tho time 


of the collision, and horns were blowing 
continually. Between 5:30 and 6 p. m., on 
Thursday, we heard the fog horn of an- 
other vo*sel. I went on deck and peered 
eagerly into the mist. There was f. great 
commotion on our deck. I ran to the port 
bow, but it was not for several minutes 
that I eould see anything. Then I dis- 
tinguished tha 
largo black hull of a 


steamer bearing down on us. Signals to 
slow 
up were given on our 
vessel.

other steamer seemed to havo little move 
taadway on. As the approaching vessel 
discovered us she changed her course 
•emewhnt and struck us obliquely abaft 
the steerage gangway. Rebounding she 
struck again and again, but with less force 
each time, and finally she slipped along 
under our stern and came up partly on 
the other, the starboard side. 
There 


were evidently orders to launch boats, al- 
though 1 heard none givren, lor hall a 
doien boats were manned and launched. 
The steerage passengers rushed for the 
boots,

and the 


ladies allowed to embark first Three 
boat loads were taken to the Celtic, 
and the fourth was ready, when Captain 
Perry announced that there was no dan- 
ger ol sinking, as the damage was con- 
fined to the fourth comparlment, which 
wa* full of water. This quieted thetpas- 
Bengcrs. 
Mr. Smith believed that the 


killed numbered four adults and a little 
girl. Some of the steerage passenger*, 
who are quartern 1 in a lodging house in 
West street at the expense of the White 
Star Line, tell a different story, and claim 
that the crew did not behave well and 
monopolized the boats. They also say 
that the fog wa* not so dense, but that 
If pi oper caution had been observed the 
collision could have been avoided. 


Mrs. Robinson, the mother of I he little 


girl killed, spoke bitterly of her treat- 
ment She .aid that after her child was 
killed It was represented lo her by the 
stewardess that the little one was alive 
and doing well. At the time she was giv- 
ing all her time to her son George, whose 
arm had received a compound fracture 
from the broken rail. 
When she next in- 


quired she was told that the girl's body 
had been flung overboard. The poor wom- 
an wept bitterly. 


The men of the party sat around the 


dingy office of the kdgmg-house until a 
late hour rehearsing over and over again 
their experience in the collision. These 
men said that at the time of the accident 
the fog was not so thick but that they 
could see the Celtic two hundied feet or 
more away. They charge that whan ef- 
forts were made to lower the boats the 
gear ran foul and rusty, as though it had 
not been practiced in a long time. There 
was a sudden rush, they said, for the 
boat, until Captain Perry drew his re- 
volver and threatened to shoot any man 
who attempted to enter a boat. The crew, 
including the firemen and stokers, were 
among the most prominent in the attempt 
to get Into the boats. Some of them were 
very violent. A few succeeded, although 
there were not a sufficient number of life 
preservers for the passengers.

men, they said. iei»ad_any that they could 


IMT their hands on. 
One of the men 


•trapped life preservers around him aJWl 
was trying to get into a- boat, -*— •

The wife of tbe man who'^was crushed 


against the pump, when she saw her hus- 
band's body tossed into the sea, became 
frantic, and wanted to cast herself over 
the side after it. 
There was greal excitement every- 


where, they said, and the crew were as 
badly frightened as uny. Some of tne 
women were on the point of jumping into 
the boats, but were held back, There was 
quite aswell on at the time, and the jump- 
ing would have been very dangerous. 
Eight or ten people were injured by the 
iron work as it fell, or Ihe wood work as 
it was crushed. Four of these were too 
badly injured to be taken care of by the 
steamer's surgeon, and they were trana- 
ferred to St. Vincent's Hospital. They 
were the boy, Geo. Robinson, Patrick 
Burke, aged forty-seven, of Wilkesbarre, 
Pa.; Wm. Lawler, aged sixty-live, of Bt> 
Louis, and a young woman named Rose 
Kelly. The two men are in a critical con- 
aitton. 
The steerage passengers say that the 


known dead included three men, a woman 
and the little girl, but think that three 
others who have been missing since the 
collision were among the dead and were 
thrown overborjd. All the bottles were 
thrown Into the sea the night after the 
collision. Incoming steamers which were 
spoken kept company with the Celtic and 
Britannic In case the injured vessels 
should require assltance, but their aid 
was not needed. 
Tie damage to the 


ships has not been estimated yetj and It 
Is, doubtless, very large in each case.

SAN ANTosio.Tex., May 21—Edward Ig- 


latus Coyle, the fanatical crank who made 
himself famous for one day laat week by 
smashing a so-called stone statue of St

Fatal Accident on the Baltimore & Ohio 


Bailroad.

serious accident occurred on the Philadel- 
phia extension of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad, at Bayvie w, two miles out of this 
city about six o'cloci. last evening, by 
which one man lost his life, three were 
badly injured, and a few others received 
9ll»ht hurts.
